PLANS FOR AN INDEPENDENT 


STEAMER LINE FOR THIS CITY 


MERCHANTS OF NEW 
SMYRNA 


ARE SEEKING RELIEF 
PROM 


FREIGHT 
CONGESTIONS 
AND 


HIGH RATES CHARGED. 


With the idea of relieving con- 


gestion in freight shipments to and 
from this city anil giving the busi- 
ness men of New Smyrna a service 
on which they can depend at all sea- 
sons of the year, and at a reasonable 
freight rate, a movement has been 
started for the organization of a new 
steamboat company in this city for 
the purpose of operating an Independ 
ent freight steamer line through the 
East Coast canal between Jackson 
Ulle and New Smyrna 


Up to this time tbe plan has not 


been thoroughly worked out and the 
movement has not gone much beyond 
the talk' stage, but investigations 
have been 
started 
and it seems 


probable that^ the plan will be car 
rled through sufficiently to place an 
independent steamboat in operation 
between this city and Jacksonville 
for the purpose of handling the bus! 
ness of the merchants and citizens 
of New Smyrna and this vicinity 


The proposition was sprung at a 


recent meeting of the local board of 
trade and Capt W M Lourcey, E 
iL Greer and G H Cran6 were ap 
pointed a committee to investigate 
the mattes ,sed if a steamer of suf 
ficidnt size and capacity * could be 
purchased, and eound tbe business 
men on the plan to take stock in a 
company organized for ths purpose 
of operating ith« steamer l)ne. 


Capt. Lourcey had in mind a boat 


which he thought could be purchased 
for this purpose, but later investi- 
gations showed that the steamer is 
Hot for sale at this time 
At the

If the plan to operate one or more 


steamboats independently from this 
city is worked out, the boat will be 
operated primarily for the benefit of 
ithe business firms of this city and 
will maintain a schedule which will 
bring freight 
to and take freight 


away from this city at stated times 
If other business along the waterway 
can be taken care of without inter 
ferrfflg with this schedule the extra 
business will be accepted, but the 
New Smyrna Interests will be looked 
after first

IS PRACTICABLE SAY ENGINEERS 


REPORT OF COMMISSION, FILED 


WITH I. 
I. 
FOND TRUSTEES,, 


SAYS VALUE OF LAND WlUi 


JUSTIFY THE COST. 


That the drainage of the Florida. 


Everglades is entirely 
practicable 


and can be accomplished at a coot 
which the • value of the reclaimed 
land will justify, is the essence of 
the official report of the Florida Ev- 
erglades 
engineering 
commission, 


filed recently with the trustees of 
the internal improvement fund of the 
state Further, the engineers 
com- 


posing the commission declare the 
'great Florida prairie can be drained. 
by districts if desired 


IThe report was compiled by three 


engineers employed by the state to 
make a thorough investigation of 
thte Everglades and to report on the; 
ultimate reclamation of that great ant 
Mch prairie, and the report filed is. 
the result of the most exhaustive In- 
vestigation of the Glades that has 
yet been undertaken 


One of the main contentions ot the 


commission is that the Everglades 
cfln be drained not only as a whole, 
but by districts 
Upon this plan the 


district between- the Miami canal and 
tlhe Hillsboro canal will be drained: 
first, which includes a large amount 
of land which was sold in ten-acre 
lots 


Twenty millions of dollars will be 


required to consummate the drainage 
jnf the Everglade*, according to the 
engineers though it is stated that 
tlhte |6 000,000 bond issue which the 
legislature authorized the trustee* 
of the internal improvement fund to 
make will drain the first district. 


One of the startling plans of tbe 


commission is the construction of an 
enormous control canal from 
Lake> 


Okeechobee to the nearest point on 
the Atlantic ocean 
Tlhfs canal wfll 


be about 24 miles in length, and Its 
main duty will be to handle the over- 
flow from Lake Okeechobee 
Thfa 


overflow will thus be deflected from 
the other canals, and they will then 
serve purely as drainage canals 
In. 


order to accomplish this purpose. it 
Js 
understood 
that the canal will 


have to be about 200 feet wide on the 
bottom ahd about 300 feet wide on 
top 


It is believed that aside from the 


tiuty of a control Sanal, this water- 
way will *9 highly 4mp»rUot from a 
commercial standpoint in tlhe way of 
a transportation canal, such as the 
New York canal 
This canal. It is 


asserted, will be the largest in the 
south 


It is understood 
that recommen- 


dation Tiill be made by the commis 
sion to enlarge the small canals, 
suoh as the Snaka creek and Snapper 
creek and tint a large number of 
connecting canals 
will be needed

lailge duals will be needed to drain 
the other districts.

TOLLS TO BE CHARGED 


BY CANAL COMPANY 


SCHEDULES PUBLISHED 
EFFECTIVEHEREAFTER 


BOAT OWNERS SAY THEY WILL 


BREAK CHAINS AND TEST LE- 


GALITY OF THE CHARGES THAT 


ARE MADE. 


The Florida Coast Line Canal and 


Transportation company has published 
a notice In newspapers that hereafter 
tolls will be collected for the passage 
of boats through the canals connect- 
ing the Inland waterways of the East 
Coast and simultaneous with the an- 
nouncement comes the report that 
boatmen will break the chains and 
test the legality of the right of the 
canal company to charge for the pas- 
sage of craft, after having received 
from the state 800,000 acres of land 
for building the canals, which are 
said to be very inadequate. 


The notice published by the canal 


company reads as follows: 


"Notice is hereby given that here- 


after toll will be collected on the 
Florida Coast Line Canal in accord

pay toll to go to For Lsnderdale, when 
above that point boatmen may ply tor 
close to 400 miles without charge. 


"The toll chain Is located In the ca- 


nal just opposite Dania. A charge of 
ten cents per lineal foot Is made for 
passage there, for all craft, going 
either way. 


Miami Metropolis of Saturday has 
this to say. 


"Concerted action to force the East 


Coast Canal & Transportation com- 
pany to abandon the toll chain In the 
canal between here and Fort Lauder- 
dale on the ground that the company 
has not kept its maintenance contract 
with the state, is being taken by boat- 
men of Miami who are refusing to 
pay the toll and are breaking the 
chain at every opportunity. Captain 
John Stelier, of the "Echo", was the 
first insurgent, and on his last trip to 
Fort Lauderdale refused to pay the 
toll, and on his return trip he broke 
the chain 
Others are following suit, 


and it is said that from now on until 
the matter is settled the chain will 
be broken dally as a general protest 
against the Injustice ot 
charging 


high toll rates, ostensibly for main- 
tenance, when absolutely no work Is 


Toll Clause is Void. 


"According to C. O. Leffler, who is 


vitally Interested in the matter, the 
canal company has A contract with 
the state to maintain the canal and 
keep It in good condition. This eon- 
tract was made several years ago, and 
t is alleged that the lower end in par- 
ticular has been badly neglected while 
here the toll is charged. By reason 
ot its failure to make repairs and Keep 
up the canal, it is argued that the 
company has made its contract void, 
therefore no toll charge may be made 
egally. That the matter will be taken 
into the courts seems certain, tor it 
Is rumored that state officials are al- 
»eady investigating the the matter 
and the suggestion to break the chain 
came from authoritative source. 


"In addition to causing expense and 


delay, the toll chain has proven dis- 
astrous to boats, particularly In high 
tide, it is said. Should the c-aft be 
proceeding rapidly, and the cross cur- 
rent be strong, as it often is at that 
point, the boats are often caught on 
the chain and damaged. In some in- 
stances the boats have been swung 
across the canal and hung up there 
for hours, unable to get out 


"This question, it is declared, Is one 


which Is of keen Importance, and the 
outcome of the matter will be watched 
with Interest by all those who have 
occasion to use the canal. The word 
has gone out, so the boatmen say, to 
break the chain on every occasion, 
but some settlement of the matter Is 
anticipated in a short time.

NEW IMPETUS TO 
VIVISECTION WAR 


Intenntiooal Congress Wants 
to Increase Public interest, 


TELLS OF ANIMAL CRUELTY, 


Lays Emphaii* Upon Cam 
Where 


Anaeathetiet Are Not Administered, 
and Alto Scores Surgical Experi- 
mentation Upon Human Boinge. 


Tbe 
international 
anti-vivisection 


and animal protection congress at 
Washington Dee. 8-11. was convened 
according to a resolution of tbe In- 
ternational animal protection and anti- 
vivisection congress In London. July 
6 to 10, 1909, and Indorsed at Copen- 
hagen In 1911. It Is thought by those 
who are promoting tbe congress tbat 
through Its efforts a wider Interest 
and sympathy may be aroused tn tbe 
different forms of cruelty to animals, 
such as slaughter bouses, trapping, 
cattle traffic, docking, bearing reins 
and vivisection 


Through the efforts of T Gilbert 


Pearson, secretary of tbe National Au- 
dubon Societies, and his co-workers, 
the public Is at last Informed, not only 
of the cruelty, but of tbe tremendous 
loss to the fanners through the de- 
struction of birds, and the result Is ex- 
cellent and farreachlng laws 
It 1» 


felt tbat If the public knew more of 
the cruelty of trapping, for example, 
there would soon be equally good laws 
on that subject 


The public knows little of tbe sub- 


ject of vivisection, but Is told that 
anaesthetics are always given animals 
undergoing vivisection; that they are 
killed before regaining consciousness, 
and that anyway only rats, mice, 
guinea pigs and rabbits are used 


Anaesthetics Not Always Given. 


The vlvlsectors' own records, pub- 


lished In their books and maga/lnes, do 
not verify these statements, says tbe 
congress. They show that In certain 
cases no anaesthetics are given; tbat 
In other cases severe operations are 
performed under light anae^hesla, un- 
der - morphine 
urethane and other 


drugs n bleb are not anaesthetics; that 
operations are performed under anaes- 
thesia and then the animals—principal- 
ly dogs—kept under observation for 
weeks or months, during which time 
It Is recorded. "Animal 
suffering." 


'Animal desperately 111." "Animal In 
convulsions." "Animal greatly emaci- 
ated." until finally It Is recorded, "Ani- 
mal found dead In the morning " 


In liver and nerve experiments vlvl- 


sectora cannot get the results If the 
animal Is under an anaesthetic 
Dr. 


Austin Flint In his "Handbook of 
Physiology," 1905. says, "Anaesthetics 
should be avoided In experiments on 
glycogenlc action (liver operations)" 
Curare, tbe drug which renders tbe 
animal powerless to move, bnt In- 
creaaes Its sensibility, la very often 
given. 


Dr. J. Draper Msury describes In 


"Studies From the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute" 1908, one series of experiments 
for forming a fistula between the 
stomach and Intestine on 400 dogs. 
Death almost Invariably occurred after 
several weeks of tetanic convulsions, 
and Dr Msury adds tbat, "although 
tbe series Is not small, the positive 
conclusions which are offered by It are 
regretfully small." 


There are also hundreds of starving 


experiment* which are continually per- 
formed. 
Dr. Pilot said. •Thirty to 


thirty-five days may be taken as tbe 
average duration of life In dogs de- 
prived entirely of food and water." 


Starving Dogs to Death. 


There Is an experiment tbat bas been 


performed on dogs for yean past by 
which the parathyroid glands an re- 
moved under anaesthetics. Tbe dogs 
are then starved until, after weeks of 
convulsions, they die. 
Dr. Jean T. 


Cooke bas performed several series of 
this description, wblcb be describes In 
tbe Journal of Experimental Medicine, 
Rockefeller Institute, for Jan 1. 1910. 
and April l. 1911. Tbe animals were 
starved and died, as utnal. with "se- 
rene tetany." and Dr Cooke concludes 
tbat "the brains of dogs with tetany 
contain a slightly greater amount of 
calcium than do those of normal dogs." 
It might be added that tn tbe Journal 
of Experimental Medicine for March, 
ten. it Is said tbat "artificial tetany 
In dogs Is possibly quite a different 
disease from human tettny." 


There are many thousands of Inocu- 


lation or so called pin prick experi- 
ments wblcb are said to be painless, 
and In many cases there Is compara- 
tively little pain In tbe simple Inocula 
tlon. but In a large percentage of these 
eases tbe Inoculation is followed by 
very great and prolonged suffering, a* 
In rheumatism, tetanus and after In- 
jections of turpentine to produce pleu- 
risy, etc. 


Another subject before tbe congress 


Is tbe large and growing practice of 
experimentation on human beings— 
particularly little chlldren-ln tbe bos- 
pints and saylums, expeflmentatloo 
frequently on normal children and oth- 
ers suffering from aiss>»s in no way 
related to tbe experiment-in other 
words, experiments wbloi ire In no 
war for the Decent of tke persona ex- 
perimented upon.
